SW) ment finding juſt cauſe to feare, 
WO not one] y the deſperate deſignes 
= of Papiſts, and others of the ma- 
m_— -lignant party at home, . bur allo 
the malice of Encmies, incited by them from 
abroad, Thought'ir ncceffary for the ſafety of this 
Kingdom, to ſecure the Town of King ſton upon 
Hull , being one of the moſt conſiderable places 
tor {trength,and affording the beſt conveniency 
tor Landing of Forraign Forces ; And where a 
great part of the Magazine of the Kingdome for 
that time wasplaced ; And for that end appoint- 
ed Sir Iobn Hotham , one of the Members of the 
Houle of Commons, being a Gentleman of the 
ſame County,of a conſiderable fortune, and ap- 


proved integrity, to take upon him the govern-

ment of that Town, and to.draw thither ſome of 
the Trained Bands for the guard thereof : In 
- which apprehenſion and reloJutian thereupon 
taken,they are the more confirming by the ſ1ght 
of ſome intercepted Letters of the Lord Dighy, 
( a principall perſon of that party }) written to 
the Queene and Sir Lewis Dives, whereby that 

arty dilcovered an endeavour to perlwade His 
Majeſty to declare himlelfe, and retire into ſome 
place of ſafety in this Kingdom, in oppoſition to 
wayes of accommodationwithhis people; And to 
vive the better oppottunity to Himſelf, & other 
dangerous perſons e&#fert thither;which could 
have no other end but to incline 'His. Majeſty to 
'take Arms againſt his Parliament -and good'Sub- 
jedts,andmilerably to imbrotle this Kingdomin 
civill Wars. 

Aboutwwhich'time Captaine Legg (a manfor- 
merlyimployedin rhe pratice of bringing up 
the Army againſtthe Parlrament ) "had direction 
by Warrant produced by him-, underthe Kings 
bandand lippe Mannall, to enter Kingftorypon 
Hall, and'to draw thither fuch of the Trained 
Bands as hee ſhould thinke fit : And rharthe 
Earle -of New -caftſe came thitherin a{uſpiciouis, 
way, ardundera feigned name,& did endeavour 
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to poſſeffe Himſelfe of the ſaid Town, byvertue 
of the like Warrant and .authority. 


They further conceiving, That the Magazine 
there being of (o great importance to this King- 
dome, would be more 1ecure in the Tower of 
London, did hambly Petition His Majeſty to give 
His conſent the ſame might be removed ; which 
notwithſtanding His Majeſty did refule ; And 
thereupon ſonie few 111 aftefed perions about 
the City of York, tooke upon them the preſump- 
tion, in oppoſition to the deſires, andin con- 
tethpt of both Houſes , to Petition His Ma- 
zeſty, ro continue the Magazine at Hull, Al- 
leaGging it to bee for the ſafety of His Majeſty, 
(as it there could bea greater care in them of His 
Majefties Royall Perſon z then in His Parlia- 
ment)And His Majeſty,the next day after the de- 
livery of that Petition, being the three and twen- 
tieth of this inftantApril, took occaſion therey 
on togoe tothe Town of Hull, attended with 
about fourhundred Horſe,(the Duke of York, & 
the Prince Elector being gon thither the day be- 
fore) and required Sir John Hotham to deliver up 
the Town into His hands : Who perceiving His 
Maj-ſty to be accompained with ſach Force as 
might have mattered the Garriſon of rhe Town ;

And having reccivedintelligence of an intentt- 
on to deprive him of hisJije, in cale the King 
ſhould be .admitted, informed His Majeſty of 
rhe truſt repoſed in him by both Houles of 
Parliament, and that he could not; withour 
breach of that truſt, let Him in ; beſceching His 
Majeſty to give him leave.to fend to the Parlia- 
nent, to acquaint them with His Majeſties com- 
mands, and to receive their Directions there- 
upon, which he would doe with all expcdition, 
Which Anſwer His Majeſty was not pleaſcd to 
accept of ;. but preſently cauſed him and his Of- 
ficers to be proclaimed Traitors betore the Wals 
of the Towne, and thereupon diſpatched a Me(.- 
ſage to both Houſes, therein charging Sir Joh 
Hotbam with high Treaſon, and aggravating his 
offence, becauſe he pretended the Parliaments 
command : (In the mean while hindering him of 
all means of intelligence with the Parliament) 
For His Majeſty immediately caulcd all Paſſages 
to be. ſtopped betweene himand them ; And in 
purſuance of the ſame, one of his ſervants, who 
was {ent by him with Letters to the Parliament, 
to informe them of the truth of thoſe procee- 
dings, was apprehend, his Letters taken from 
him, and his perſon deteined, whereby (contrary 
LO 


ro the common liberty of every Subje&t) he was 
nor onely deprived of means to cleare himſelf of 
that heavy Acculativn, but of all waics of inter- 
courle, cither to receive directions from them 
tar truſt. d him, cr to informe them what had 
happened. 
The Lords and Commons finding the faid 
YWocecdings to be a liigh violation of the Prive- 
Iedges of Parliament, of which Hi; Majeſty had 
in ſevcrall Meflages expreſicd Himſelfe to be fo 
tender ; A great infringment of the liberty of the 
Subjcct,and the Law ot the Land,which His Ma- 
jelty had fo ofren latcly profeſied ſhould be the 
rule;to governe by, and tending; ro-the-endange- 
ring of His Majeſtics Perlon and the Kingdomes 
peace ; Thought fit, as well for the vindication 
of their owne Rights and Priviledges, the Indem- 
nity of that Worthy perlon imployed by them, 
asfor the clecring of their own'proceedings, to 
publiſh theſe enſuing Votes, which were made up- 
on a former relation that came from the King. 
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Reſolved npon the Queſtion.

to this relation , hath done nothing bur 
in obedience to the Command of both Houles 
of Parliament.
